Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks filed 3/10/06 have been 
considered but are not pursuasive 

Applicant mainly argues that prior arts Howe and Lection do not teach "the call is initially directed to the hosted voicemail system before 
being directed to the telephone terminal". Examiner respectfully disagrees. Howe teaches if the called party requests monitoring of the 
communication / the call (col. 10, lines 28-31), the call is directed to the hosted voicemail system before being directed to the telephone 
terminal (col. 10, lines 53-57). The telephone terminal may be alerted or notified of the call, but the call is still at the service node. 
However, Howe does not teach the call is "initially" directed to the hosted voicemail system before being directed to the telephone 
terminal. Examiner relies on the second reference Lection that teaches upon receipt of the call, one of the management rules can apply 
to the call, for example, routing the telephone call directly to the voice mail, (page 2, [0023]). One of ordinary skill in the art would 
incorporate the rule of routing the call intially directed to the voicemail of Lection into Howe's request of monitoring the call for the 
purpose of screening unwanted telemarking calls before being directed the call to the telephone terminal. 
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
